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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6, 8, 9, and 11-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Valaszkai et al (US 6,935,418). 

Valaszkai et al disclose a heat exchanger (see abstract) including heat 
exchanging plates (11, 12 in Fig. 3) laminated at a predetermined interval for 
dividing two air flow paths (col. 3, lines 60-66), and a plurality of embossing 
protrusions (15 and 19 in Fig. 4) for generating turbulence formed in an air path 
and being located on one of the two adjacent heat exchange plates without being 
in contact with the other one of the two adjacent heat exchange plates (see figs. 
6-8), and a corrugation plate (referred to as "folded laminae" at col. 3, lines 6-8) 
which is position in an air path (col. 5, lines 4-5 discloses use with air), the 
protrusions having a convex shape (Fig. 6), the protrusions of a first row and a 
second row each being aligned and protrusions of the second row being 
positioned in spaces of the first row (see Fig. 10), the heat exchange plates 
outside of an area occupied by the embossing protrusions being substantially flat 
(Figs. 6-8 and 10, the surfaces of the sheets are flat around the embossments), 
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and the embossing protrusions face a substantially flat surface of the adjacent 
plate (Fig. 6). 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2, 5, 7, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Valaszkai et al (US 6,935,418) in view of Kull et al (5,931,219). 

Valaszkai et al discloses a heat exchanger as claimed, with the exception 
of a partition for preventing leakage between the flow paths and the flows 
crossing each other. 

Kull et al disclose a heat exchanger (see abstract and Fig. 4) including 
heat exchanging plates (40 and 41) and partitions (45 and 49) for preventing 
leakage between the flow paths, the flow paths being crossed with each other 
(Figs. 3 and 4). 

It would have been obvious in view of Kull et al to provide partitions in the 
heat exchanger of Valaszkai et al, the motivation being to prevent leakage 
between the flow paths and to cross the flow paths, the motivation being to 
maximize heat transfer. 
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5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kiser et al, Pantow et al, Sakakibara et al, and Smith are cited to 
show heat exchangers having non-contacting protrusions. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
